Under g o vciuing leg islation, th* 
Secretary o f Ag riculture must pro­ 
claim 
marketing quotas for 
next wheat crop when the avail­ 
able supply 1« 20 per cent or mor* 
above normal, according to Wilfred 
NelsiHi, chkirman o f the Nebraska 
Ag ricultural Stabilization and Con­ 
servation co m m ittee. 


The quotas do not become effec­ 
tive, however, unless at least two- 
thil-ds of the producer^. voting in 
the referendum favor the use of 
quotas. The outcome of the refer­ 
endum will decide the level of the 
available 
price support 
for 
the 
1958 crop as well as whether quotas 
and pensltics on “ excess” wheat 
are used for the crop. 


There will be an acreag e allot­ 
m ent on wheat reg ardless of the 
results of the voting . The national 
allo tment o f 55 million acres is the 
minimum allowed by law. Nebras­

They were n ot made 
pri-icipals in discussion of their own cases. 
Happily each of the 24 to<A real in terest in 
his work 
an d in graduatin g they submitted 
thoughtful essays on the subject of citizen ship. 
The magistrate before whom their cases were 
heard delivered a baccalaureate serm(m durin g 
which he advised them that in place of diplomas 
the court would presen t them with clear rec­ 
ords— a help in seekin g employmen t an d in 
fittin g themselves back 
in to society without 
prejudice.

that some departmen ts will have a 
very sizeable list of desires beyon d 
the budget of essen tial n eeds. 
If the supplemen tal budget rep­ 
resen ted just frostin g it would be 
an easy thin g to dispose of. But 
the items in this bikdget, in the 
main , can be classed as n on -es­ 
sen tial on ly for lack of a more 
descriptive word. 
Man y of the 
items will actually be very n ear 
essen tial. They will fall in to a 
category of thin gs which are all 
but vital but which could be p-if 
off for at least an otlier year—per- 
4iaps at some ex pen se in the lon g- 
run but still ruttin g the mill levy 
for the curren t year. 


Two members of the City Plan ­ 
n in g Commission , Pace Woods an d 
Earl Luff, stood alon e at the last 
commis'-ion meetin g in 
a some­ 
what puzzlin g position . 
They favored a proposed zwiin g 
chan ge which would result in con ­ 
struction of a busin ess adjacen t 
to residen ces alon g Calvert n ear 
48 th. Luff question ed the fairn ess 
of sayin g, in effect, to a man who 
was forced to move from presen t 
busin ess quarters that he would 
n ot be permitted to relocate an d 
rebuild. Woods appeared to be of 
the opin ion that, because the res- 


iden tiai area was zon ed for four- 
family occupan cy, it was a logical 
'move to move it on in to busin ess 
zon in g. 
Both Woods an d Luff were n o 
doubt sin cere in tryin g to make 
the fairest an d best decision but 
it is hard to tin d an y agreemen t 
with them. On e of the common 
errors in the zon in g is to act in 
the face of claims or in sin uation s 
that there is n owhere else for a 
busin e.*5s to go or that certain zon ­ 
in g works a hardship on the busi­ 
n ess. 
What Is gen erally the case un der 
such con dition s i.s that the busin ess 
in volved can obtain the property 
up for a proposed chan ge at a 
better price 
than 
lan d already 
zon ed for busin ess. That, however, 
is on e of the poorest foun dation s 
for zon in g. 
The other side of the que.stion 
in volve.s the area adjacen t to that 
which is to be chan ged to busin ess 
zon in g. For on e thin g, residen tial 
prc^erty n ex t to a busin ess will 
n ot gen erally sell for as much as 
comparable real estate elsewhere. 
Secon dly busin ess zon in g in or n ear 
a residen tial area ten ds to deter­ 
iorate the homes for some distan ce 
aroun d . . . this due to deflated 
prices an d the gen eral character 
of most combin ation busin ess an d 
residen tial districts. 
For these reason s, busin e.ss zon ­ 
in g should be carefully con fin ed 
to certain area.s. There should be 
en ough zon in g to promote compe­ 
tition in its price an d, of course, 
it must be logically located for 
busin ess purposes. Logical location , 
however, does n ot n jean that prop­ 
erty should be chan ged in zon in g 
merely because someon e feels it 
would make a good busin ess spot. 


By the en d of this mon th, »-e- 
main in g questioris in regard to 
the proposed san itary sewer im­ 
provemen t program should be set­ 
tled ex cept for details. This will 
n ot on ly be an achievemen t in its 
own right but it should clear the 


decks for City Coun cil atten tion 
elsewhere. 
Subjects due to return to ü m 
limelight before very lon g in clude 
the proposed n ew city charier, 
urban ren ewal, streets an d con ­ 
solidation of city an d coun ty fun c. 
tion s. The latter two are perhaps 
first on the priority Ust although 
an order of importan ce would be 
difficult to set without some res­ 
ervation s. 


Mayor Ben n ett Martin i.s in the 
process of havin g an ex ten sive 
street program mapped out for 
action by the City Coun cil. In thi.s 
field, it i.s a simple matter to en ­ 
vision a vast program <rf improve- 
men ts. It is goin g to be an other 
thin g for the mayor an d City Coun 
cii to figure out a way to carrjr 
out the program. 
On con solidation , t h e con flicts 
seem to be a little more n ebulous 
than mere mon ey. Oddly en ough, 
con solidation represen ts a posgii- 
bility 01 great ben efit to the com- 
mun ity at little if an y ex pen .se. Yet 
It could just as easily be the last 
thin g ever accomplished. 
To date, city an d coun ty offi­ 
cials have been un able to see eye 
to eye on what should be cwisoli- 
dated an d how it should be don e. 
Here, it seems, is an area where 
study an d recommen dation from 
an impartial s o u r c e , removed 
from an y di.’*ect con n ection with 
either the city or coun ty, coukj 
perform an in valuable service. 
In this re peel, there have been 
studies dealin g with what couid i>e 
ro DSo iidated hut n othin g oa bow 
con solidation could take place, la 
the face of growin g deman ds for 
more tax es by govern men t, a sin ­ 
cere m ov e toward con solidation 
an d tax savin gs would be welcome 
by the people. 


The State Legislature has pro- 
vided the en ablin g act n eeded for 
con solidation . the city an d coun ty 
should n ow provide the impetus 
to make con solidatiwi a reality.

However, the 
deman d for farm products is very 
in elastic; thus a small over-pro- 
ductimi will greatly depress the 
price at which this quan tity will 
move in to con sumption . The ratio 
is about a five per cen t reduction 
in price to a on e per cen t in crease 
in deman d* So as price declin es, 
production is stimulated 
an d as 
production in creases,

Storm Of Century

To the editor of Ilie Lin coln Star; 
Oklahoma 
recen tly

some of the heaviest storms in 
years. 
I was in terested in checkin g the 
results of flood con trol projects 
on the Washita River, of which we 
have read much. 
The Soil Con servation Service has 
provided the followin g in formation ; 
Upstream 
preven tion 
measures 
saved an estimated $65,000 worth 
of damage; if th« project« had 


been fin ished they 
would have 
aaved $1 million . The figures were 
based on the storms of May 17 an d 
18 , which the Con servation Service 
reported can n ot be ex pected to 
occur so in ten sely more than on ce 
in 100 years. In other words the 
Washita basin was con fron ted wilh 
what is called the storm (rf the 
cen tury. 
It was cen tered n ear Lin dsay 
where rain fall totalled in ex cess erf 
n in e in ches. 
Of the 14 projects scheduled for 
the Washita watershed on ly three 
have been completed an d form the 
basis for the report. They are in 
Owl Creek, Chigley 
San dy an d 
Wayn e Creek an d cover some 70 
thousan d acres. 
The Washita has a total acreage 
trf about a million ac.^es. 
Even tually it is plan n ed to con ­ 
struct 199 deten tion dams on the 
Washita watershed — structures to 
be built at an estimated cost of 
$33 per acre foot.
